The first systematic move of strik- 
ing Illinois coal miners to provide 
for support fo rthemselves and their 
families during the strike, was made 
yesterday, when arrangements were 
,completed to extend credit to them , 
at co-operative stores through the 
State, of which there are more than 


100, operated by the Central State 
(o-operative Wholesale Society. 
Managers of the stores met at the 
Metropolitan Building in East St. 
Louis, and amended the bylaws to 
enable them to extend such credit. 
Stock in the stores is held by Ii 
cal labor unions, to whose members 


they sell at wholesale prices, but al- 


ways, heretofore, for cash. 

Under yesterday’s change in the 
by-laws, they will extend credit to 
the miners equal to the amount of 
stock they hold in the society. When 
that- is exhauted, J. H. Adkinson, 
field agent, said today. additional 
measures probably will be taken to 


extend credit further. 
Circumvent Injunction. 


This is regarded as a move to cir- 


cumvent the purpose of that clause 
in the Federal] injunction, which 
prohibits the payment of _§ strike 
benefits to the strikers from their 
strike fund, which, in Illinois, 


amounts to about $2,000,000 for the 
$0,000 striking miners. 

Another provision made yesterday 
was that members of unions who 
hold no stock in the society, but who 
are thrown out of work as a result 


of the coal strike, may buy from the 
society stores at wholesale prices. 
There are stores at Edwardsville, 


Belleville, Glen Carbon, Maryville 
and otheg East Side mining towns. 
John H. Walker of Danville is pres- 
ident of the society, in which a large 
percentage of the stocy is held by 
miners’ locals. 

The fourth day of the coal! miners’ 
strike began this m: without 
a break in the ranks of the 14,200 
miners who are out in St. Clair and 
Madison counties. A superintendent 
for a company which operates five 
mines and employs more than 1000 
men told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he had not been questioned by 
a single miner on the subject of re- 
turning to work. 

The 85 mines which supply the 
largest part of the coal consumed in 
St. Louis are closed, just as they 
have been sfnce Saturday morning, 
although steam is being’ kept up.

A feature in which this strike dif- 
fers from others of the kind is that 
no miners are seen on the streets 
or in public places. Even on the 
public square in Belleville, which 
has been a traditional gathering 
piace for strikers, not one assem- 
blage has been observed.

This was not liked by some 
of the neighbors and it did not pass 
unnoticed by the overzealous police 
pasha, but there was no actual in- 
terference. In 1917 I would 
have done the same, but for the fact 
that the police delivered a positive 
notice, in acvance of the day, that 
such a display would not be permit- 
ted.

Miss Ada Roeslein, who had the 
task of provisioning the family in 
the markets of Bonn, told of having 
had to walt for hours, In the coldes‘ 
weather, to get one-fourth of a 
pound of butter for her father. She 
described food conditions in Ger- 
many, at that time. as “terrible.” 
She also related that her brother 
George, then 21 years old. had been 
anxious to return to the United 
States and enter the army. and had 
planned to escape from Germany for 
that purpose, but was dissuaded by 
the rest of the family. 

Capt. Roesiein wa: one of the 
founders of the insurance firm of 
Roeslein & Robyn. He was a nativ> 
of Germany, and was trained in the 
German Army before coming to this 
country at the age of 23. He served 
as an officer under Gen. Franz 
Sigel, and was wounded severely. 
Because of h‘s Civil War record, the 
Armistice Commission, sitting in 
Cologne, Germany, provided Capt 
Roeslein and his family with a mill- 
tary escort. Lieut. Clifford Esterly 
on their return to this country. The 
officer accompained the Roesleins on 
the transport Pocahontas, from Ant- 
werp to New York.

Duck hunters using motor noses 
are not only violating the law but 
are shortening the sport for real 
‘sportsmen, says Harry Barmelter, 
United States Game Warden, 2847 
Victor street, who is trying to en-| 
force the laws for the protection of 
migratory birds. 

Barmeler arrested 15 hunters on' 
the Mississipp{ River last week, 
charging them with hunting from 
power boats. Five of these arrests 


were made in Keokuk and will be 
tried in the Federa! Court there Nov. | 
11. Two arrests were made at Can-' 
ton, seven at Hannibal and one at! 
Quincy. It has not been decided, 
when and where these cases will be 
tried. 

“When ducks are in the center! 
of a lake or river they are resting 
and are not on the alert,” said Bar- 
ricier, “and a hunter in a motor boat, 
which makes little visible motion, 
can get In their midst and slaugh- 
ter them with an automatic shot- 
gun. No marksmanship is involved. 
The birds, having been taken advan- 
tage of, leave the country. Real 
hunters are helping the game war- 
dens stop this kind of hunting be- 
cause they know it is killing the 
sport.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Radical 
changes in the foreign trade of the 
United States in spirits. wines and 
liquors due to national prohibition 
legislation are reported by the De 
partment of Commerce. 

For the eight months ending with 
August, 1915, the value of liquors 
exported was 19 times es great as 
the imports, while in the year 1514 
the value of the imports was (five 
times the value of the exports. I!n- 
toxicating liquors imported during 
the first eight months of the present 
year totaled $516.214 tn value. or at 
the rate of $774,324 for the complete 
gear, while in 1817 the import trade 
of the United States in th com - 
modity amounted to $17,679,132. 
and In 1914 to $20.347.546.

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DEMOCRACIES AND DOGMA.
